ORDER 

New Delhi, the 29th March, 1976 

S.O. 1175. — Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of tire Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), it is necessary ana expedient so to do for the development of export trade of 
India that jute yarn shall be subject to quality control and inspection prior to export . 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals specified below for the said purpose and has forwarded the 
same to the Export Inspection Council, as required by sub-rule (2) of rule (il) of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 


Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule the Central Government hereby published the said proposals for the information 
of the public likely to be effected thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward and objections or suggestions with respect to the said proposals may 
forward the same within thirty days of tho date of publication of tho order in the official gazette to the Export Inspection Council, “World 
Trade Centre". 1 4/1 B, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-] . 

PROPOSALS 

(1) To notify that jute yarn shall be subject to the quality control and inspection prior to export. 

(2) To specify the type of inspection in accordance with the draft Export of Jute Yam (Inspection) Rules, 1976, set out in Annex- 
urc II to this order, as the type of inspection which would be applied to such jute yarn prior to export. 

(3) To recognise : — 

(a) The specifications for jute yarn as set out in the Annexure I to this order as the standard specifications for the jute yarn. 

(b) In the absence of any specifications as set out in Annexure I, the specifications formulated by a Panel of experts appointed 

by the Export Inspection Council for the purpose of examining and approving such standard as the standard specifica- 
tions. 

(c) In the absence of such standard specifications above recognised other speciflcaions stipulated in the export contract, 

provided that such specifications do not fall below the requirements prescribed in the said Annexure I or by the Panel 
of Experts as the standard specifications for jute yarn. 

(4) To prohibit the export in the course of international trade of jute yarn unless the same is accompanied by a certificate issued 
by any one of the Export Inspection Agencies established under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 
1963), to the effect that the jute yarn conforms to the specifications recognised under sub-paragraph (3) and is export-worthy, 

3. Nothing in this order shall apply to the export by sea, land or air of samples of jute yarn to prospective buyers. 

4. In this order ‘Jute Yarn’ shall mean all varieties of jute yam spun out of jute fibre and shall also include plied jute yarn (twine). 

ANNEXURE I 


1. General Requirements : — 

1.1. The jute yarn shall be manufactured from good quality jute. It shall be reasonably free from leaf particles snarls, sJubs, specks, 
roots, loose ends, bad knots, knots with long tails, stains and other spinning defects. 

1.2. The jute yarn shall be of reasonably uniform construction and colour. In case of plied jute yarn all the individual jute yarn shall 
be of the same count. 

1.3. The julc yarn including plied jute yarn shall be supplied in the form of spools or hanks. The spools shall not be soft. 

2. Specific Requirements 

2.1. Construction. — The jute yarn of a particular quality shallconform to the constructional details for that quality as given in Tables 
1 to VI, In themse of plied juic yarn (Twine), the individual yarn shallconform to the constructional details as mentioned above. 
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2.3. Turns per inch of a particular count of jute yarn shall be as specified in Tables 1 to Vi with a tolerance of— 7.5 percent. In case 
of plied jute yarn, it shall be evenly twisted and shall not have excessive presence of twistlessness, irregular twist or cork screw effects. The 
individual jute yarn of a plied yarn shall conform to the specifications as mnentioned above. 

2 4. Qu ility ratio. — Quality ratio of a jute yarn of particular quality shall not be less than the specifications at stipulated in Tables I to 
VI. 


In the case of plied jute yarn, the individual yarn shall conform to the specifications as mentioned aobve. 

2.5. Tensile Strength. — The tensile strength of a jute yarn of a particular quality shall not be less than the minimum st rength as specified 
iu Tables I to VI. The minimum strength of jute yarn shall be calculated on the basis of the quality ratio specified against the par ticular 
quality of yarn. In the case of plied yarn, the individual yarn shall conform to the specifications as mentioned above. 

2 . 6. Co-etficient of variation of strength. — The percentage eo-efficicnt of variation of strength of a jute yarn of a particular quality shall 
conform to be specifications as specified in Tables I to VI. In the case ol plied yaan, the individual yarn shall conform to the specifica- 
tions as mentioned above. 

2.7. Oil Conetenl. — The percentage of oil content of jute yarn of a particular quality shall be in accordance with the spuccifications as 
specified inTabls I to VI. In the ease of plied jute yam, the percentage of oil content shall be the same as stipulated for individual y&rn 
of that quality 

2.8. Moisture Regain. — -(a) In the case of special jute yarn, hessian yarn, and plied yarn made from special jute yarn and hessian yarn, 
the contract moisture regain and its maximum permissible limit shall not exceed 16%. 

(b) In the case of sacking yarn and plied yarn made from sacking yarn, the contract moisture regain and its maximum permissible 
limit shall not exceed 20 %, 

(c) In the case of carpet yarn and plied yarn made from carpet yarn contract moisture regain and maximum permissible moisture 
regain shall not exceed 14%. 

2.9. Number of yams in twine. — The number of yarns in a twine shallnol be less than that stipulated In the export contract. 

3. Packing and marking.— 

3.1. The jute yarn slmllbc packed as agreed to between the buyer and the seller. 

3 . 2. Each package shall be marked with the following particulars, namely 

(a) Name of the material. 

(b) Size. 

(c) Gross weight. 

(d) Code number of the Exporter. 

(e) Name initials, trade mark or other identification mark of the exporter. 

(f) Serial number of the manufacturer as given by inspection staff. 

(g) Any other information required by the law in force in India and the importing country. 

4. Affixation of stamp. -Every package of the materials shall be packed and marked i , accordance with rule and shall bo stamped by 
the Agency with the stamp approved for tfic purpose by the Council.

ANNEXURL II 

Draft rules proposed to be made uodor section 17 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963). 

I short title and commencement. (1) Those rules may be called the Export of Jute Yarn (Inspection) Rules 1976. 
o Definition:— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires. 

(a) Act means the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963). 

(b) ‘Agency’ means any of the agencies established at Bombay, Calcutta, Cochin, Delhi and Madras under section 7 of the Act. 

(c) ‘Council’ means the Export Inspection Council established under section 3 of the Act. 

(d) Jute Yarn shall mean all varieties of jute yarn spun out from jute fibre and shall also include plied yarn (twine), 

3, Process Control: — 

(1) At all stages of manufacture of jute yam, the manufacturer shall maintain approbate control and checks to ensure that these 
^ ’ conform to the various requirements of the appropriate specifications. 

p) A laboratory and inspection department suitably equipped and staffed to cary out tests and inspection in the frequency as advised 
■ ' jjy [he council shall be set up to ensure that the products manufactured conform to tlic specification. 

(3) All records of tests and inspection shall be maintained in the manner prescribed by the Council and shall be made available to 
the council or Agency. 

4 Basic of inspection;— Inspection ofjuta yarn intended for export shall be carried out with a view to seeing that jute yarn conforms 
to the specifications recognised by the Central Government under section 6 of the Act, (hereinafter referred to as the recognised specifications). 

5. Procedure of Inspection:— 

(1) An exporter intending to export the jute yarn shall give an intimation in writing in the prescribed form of his inlention so to do 
7 to the nearest o'lleo of the agency. 

(2) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (I) shall be submitted not less than seven days before the expected date of ship- 
ment. 

(3) Before applying for inspection, the manufacturer or exporter shall himself inspect the goods carefully and remove all such goods 
which do not conform to the recognised speci Heat ions. 

(4) The goods shall be packed and kept ready in a well lighted place. 
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(5) The exporter shall provide the necessary facilities to the Agency Officer of the agency for carrying out inspection to ensure that the 
consignment conforms to the recognised specifications. 


(6) On receipt of the intimation referred to in sub-rule (2), the agency shall inspect the consignment of the jute yarn with a view to 
seeing that the same complies with the requirements of the recognised specifications referred to in rule 3. 

6. Place of inspection: — The inspection shall be carried out at the premises of the manufacturer. 

7. Inspection fee: — 'A fee at tho rate of 0. 50 per cent of thef.o.b. value of jute yarn subject to a minimum of Its, 50 for each consign- 
ment shall be paid as inspection fee for inspection of jule yarn. 

8. Certificate of inspection: — After satisfying itself that the consignment of jute yarn conforms to the specifications recognised 
by the Central Government under section 6 of the Act, the agency shall within seven days of the receipt of I he intimation and (he particulars 
oi the consignment under sub-rule (1 ) of the rule 5, issue a certificate to the exporter declaring that the consignment conforms to the recog- 
nised specifications and is export worthy. Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied it shall within the said period of seven days 
refuse to issue shch certificate and communicate such refusal to the exporter along with the reasons therefor. 

9. Appeal : — (I ) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the agency to issue a certificate under rule 8 may within ten days of receipt 
of communication of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of not less than three but not more than seven such experts as may 
be appointed by the Central Government for the purpose of hearing and deciding appeals arising out of the matters under this rule. 

f2) At least two-thirds of the total membership of the panol of experts shall consist of non-officials. 

(3) The quorum for the panel shall be three. 


(4) The appeal shall be disposed of within fifteen days of its receipt.

Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby publishes the following award of the Industrial Tri- 
bunal No. 3 Dhanbad in the complaint against the employers 
in relation to the Karanpura Dewarkhand Colliery, P.O. Kha- 
lari Distt. Ranchi tiled by their workmen Shri Dashrath 
Mahto & 21 others which was received by the Central 
Government on the 23rd February, 1976. 


6. The workmen were undisputably employed in Jailitand 
Incline and that incline was admittedly closed down on the 
alleged date. Shri Bindeshwar Singh, Manager of Karampura 
Dewarkhand Colliery MW-2 stated on oath that the incline 
was closed down in March, 1970 and was still closed on 
13th Nov., 1972 when his statement was recorded. There is 
no evidence to contradict him on this point On the other 
hand workmen’s witnesses have admitted closure of the 
Incline. There is neither allegation nor evidence nor a sug- 
gestion in cross-examination that the incline has even today 
started working. The question of bonafides against this 
established closure does not arise for consideration in this 
petition That could suitably be raised as an Industrial 
Dispute. In Tea District Labour Association, Calcutta and 
their employees 2 S.C.L.J. 855 the Supreme Court posed the 
following question :

“But, assuming that the closure Is not shown to be 
bonaflde, docs it necessarily follow that the closure 
is a fiction and it is unreal in the sense that the 
agencies can be treated to be in existence in the eye 

of law ?”

AWARD 

This is a complaint under Section 33-A of Industrial Dis- 
putes Act challenging the termination of services of 23 work- 
men with effect from 2-3-1970 when Reference No. 59 of 
1969 was pending for adjudication before the Tribunal and 
when these workmen were interested in the adjudication of 
that Industrial Dispute. 

2. Applicants' case is that without notice, payment of 
retrenchment compensation, charge or enquiry and without 
any rhyme or reason the services of 23 workmen-applicants 
were terminated without seeking approval of the action as 
■equired by the law. Hence they arc entitled to reinstatement 
vilh back wages. The plea that one of the mines had to be 
dosed has been denied. 

3. The N.A.’s case is that one of the mines had to be 
closed down and the retrenchment of the junior most was 
its natural consequence. However, as soon as it was possible 
they were noticed and offered re-employment but out of such 
18 persons only four i.e. Nos. 3, 4, 5 & 18 joined back. 
Nos. I. 2, 6 to 11, 15 and 17 refused to join, No. 13 was 
temporary and has since died. Workmen Nos. 19 & 20 
were casual workmen and No, 21 had left in 1967 so that 
he was not a workman when the Mine was closed. Similarly 
No. 22 had left since 24-12-69 i.e. since before the closure 
of the Mine. No, 23 is still continuing in service. Nos. 12 
and 1 8 were junior most and temporary. 

4. Besides the justification of the action as aforesaid, the 
N.A. challenged the maintainability of the application on the 
ground that it never violated S. 33 of Industrial Disputes Act 
Retrenchment did not attract S. 33-A and justification of 
retrenchment cannot be investigated by this Court and in 
these proceedings. 

5. The Central Coal Fields Ltd. alleged that the Mine 
was taken over by the Custodian on 31-1-73 and was 
Nationalised on 1-5-73. The Govt. Company was not in the 
picture which the alleged termination took place. As it did 
not violate S. 33, the application under Section 33-A was not 
maintainable, against it specially because of the protection 
and immunity provided by S. 9 and S. 28 of Notificaton 


and answered it in the following words : 

"If there is no real closure but a mere pretence of a 
closure or it is mala fide, thepe is no closure in the 
eye of law and the workmen can raise an Industrial 
Dispute and may even claim under Section 23 of 
the Act.” 

In the present case it is not alleged that there is no real 
closure or it merely a pretence and an application under 
Section 33-A cannot be deemed to be raising an Industrial 
Dispute or a proceeding under Section 33 of the Act, There- 
fore the question of adjudication on the point of bonafides 
docs not arise for consideration. 

7. But when there is a closure in fact the Supreme Court 
further went on to say in the aforesaid case that : 

"If it is found that the closure was not bonaflde the 
consequences would be the liability of the employer 
to pay higher compensation under Section 25FFF 
of Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. But it is difficult 
to sec how, when the two agencies have been closed, 
the finding about malafide can justify the conclusion 
that the said two agencies should be deemed to 
continue and how the award can make an order on 
that basis." 


As said above the closure in fact is established and this 
Tribunal is incompetent to raise the fiction that the incline is 
still being worked out. 


8. Moreover even the question of bonaflde has no serious 
existence in the present case, Shri Bindeshar Singh MW-2 
has in cross-examination clearly given the reasons as to how 
and why the Incline had to be closed down. According 
to him the Mine was not closed because Coal had been 
exhausted but because further Development for extraction 
of Coal therefrom was nol possible. The work could start 
only after dcpillaring and if that was done today there is 
apprehension (hat the Mine may catch fire. So technically 
depillaring can be done only after developing the top Seam 
and then dcpillaring both the Seams at the same time. There 
is no evidence to show that the reasons so given were inade- 
quate. technically incorrect or mere pretentions. Thus even 
the justification for closure is fully established. 


y. It is thus apparent that there ts closure in fact and re- 
trenchment is the consequence of the same. Such a retrench- 
ment is not covered by the provisions of S. 33(l)(a) or 
33(2)(a) of the Act. [Obviously clauses (b) of 33(1) or 
33(2) do not apply because there is no allegation of mis- 
conduct!. it was held in L. M, Thnpar Vs. State of Bihar 
1970(21) F.T.R. 289 (Patna) that: 


"On a plain reading of the language of S. 33(1 Xa) It 
cannot be reasonably held that the employers by 
their act of retrenchment of 276 workers contra- 
vened the provision of S. 3311 )(a) as could justify 
the filing a petition of complaint and consequent 
taking of cognizance on that basis,” 
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Thus retrenchment does not constitute the contravention of 
S. 33 and cannot thus give vise to complaint under section 
33-A. This complaint is therefore not maintainable. 

10. As the complaint itself is not maintainable this Tri- 
bunal in these proceedings cannot £o into the questions of 
payment of retrenchment compensation and notice etc. 

11. The employees concerned were junior most as proved 
by the, employer and consequently they cannot be said to 
have been victimised for some other reason under the cover 
of retrenchment. Victimisation is a serious charge. It should 
be adequately pleaded giving particulars and not by way of 
vague and indefinite amalgam of facts, inferences and atti- 
tudes, Mere allegations insinuations and vague suggestions 
arc not enough. The onus is on the employees to prove it 
on the totality of the evidence. It was so held in Bharat 
Iron Works Vs. Bhagubhai 1976 Tab, IC. 4 (S.C.) In the 
present case even vague allegations are wanting what to say 
of evidence. Thus no case of victimisation is established. 
The questions of giving notices for re-employment etc. aro 
not relevant under the circumstances. In view of the con- 
clusion reached there is no need to discuss the liability of 
Central Coal Fields Ltd. 

The complaint is therefore dismissed with costs,

AWARD 

By Order No. L-30011/8/71-LR-IV dated 27th November, 
1971. the Government of India, in the Ministry of Labour 
and 'Rehabilitation, Department of Labour and Employment, 
referred the dispute between the Management or Messrs.

A date 17-11-75 was fixed for 
the Union to cross-examine management witness if they 
desired. However, on 17-11-75 the parties were present and 
the Union instead of contesting the case filed a petition ex- 
pressing ‘heir desire not to contest this case and withdraw 
from this case with a prayer that the Tribunal be pleased 
to disposed of litis case accordingly. The relevant portion 
of the petition is copied below : 

"in \ iew of the decision of the Gauhati High Court 
dated 1-8-75 in respect of Civil Rule No. 382 of 

1973 and in order maintain good relationship between 

the employer and the employees and also consi- 
dering the present situation in the country, the 
Union considers that no useful purpose will be ser- 
ved pursuing the matter and seeks leave of the 
learned Tribunal to withdraw from the case and 
accordingly prays that the Hon’ble Tribunal 
will be pleased (6 dispose of the issue suitably." 

The Management also submitted that they do not wish 
to contest his case any longer in view of the Unions peti- 
tion. This reference is therefore disposed off for non-prese- 
cution.
